1. Reference is made to a memorandum for the Inspector 
General (IG 75-1594} dated 2 May 1975 which pertains ta a 
vequest for additional information concerming [[___} 25X1A 
Specifically, peragraph one of the referenced memorandum 
requests information regarding the Agency's involvement, if 
any, in an anti-Castro demonstration which eccurred in 
September 19669 and resulted in the death of an innocent 
bystander. 


z. <A review of the Office of Security files relating 
a isclosed that the anti-Castro denonstretion 
of interest occurred on 21 Septomber 1960 in a New York City 
restaurant. The demonstration had apparently been Initiated 
by five individuals opposed te the Castro Regime, who were 
then attacked by a larger group of Pre-Castro Individuals. 
The fight between the anti-Castro and pro-Castre groups 
resulted in a member of the pro-Castre group pulling a weapon 
and firing two shots, one of which struck and killed an e¢ight- 
year-old girl who was gears with her parents in the 
restaurent. One of the anti-Castro demonstrators was also 
shot, although it is not clear if his wound was fatal. — 


3. There is no indication in the |__| files = 25X1A 
that the Agency was in sny way connected with the demonstra- 
tion or the ensuing fight between the anti- and pro-Castro 
grows. Referenced memorandum refers to the previous sum- 
mary of _|which contains a 23 September 1966 
memorandum for the DCI from the then Director of Security.
